Return Here

Business is good with Up- 
iand citrus growers and growers 
throughout the district servea 
by the Ontario-Cucamonga Fruit 
Exchange. 

The 1929-30 returns 
growers in this 
$7,101,387.21—tne third consec- 
utive' year during ‘which the 
income has exceeded seven mil- 
lion dollars, according to the 
report submitted by Harry H. 
Harlow, manager, at the an- 
nual meeting today. 

Shipments of all varieties of 
fruit totaled 3,435 cars, dividea 
as follows: 1,171% cars of na- 
vels; 523 cars valencias; 58 1-4 
ears of grapefruit; 42%, cars 
misceilaneous oranges and 
1,638 1-2 cars of lemons. 

“General conditions throughout 
the country were none too good, 
but with light crops in Florida 
and California there was a 
ready demand for all available 
supplies of oranges and grape— 
fru,” Mr. Harlow said in sub- 
mitting the 33rd annual report 
of the exchange. “Lemons moved 
steadily throughout the year and 
all citrus fruit brought very sat- 
isfactory prices.” 

The past season was described 
by Mr. Harlow as one of the 
best experienced by the growers. 

Navel sales resulted in an av- 
erage box price of $4,51; lemons 
prought an average box price 
of $5,33, with valencias averag- 
ing per box $5.73. The grape— 
fruit shipments returned an av- 
erage per box of $4.69. 

“The navel season started off 
with very satisfactory prices and 
each month showed an increase 
in the average price received,” 
the report reads. ‘Distribution 
was undisturbed, with the ex- 
ception of some little crowding 
of the Florida shipments, due 
to the necessity of Florida hav- 
ing to have all their fruit shipped 
by April 15 on account of the 
Mediterranean firuit fly quaran- 
tine.

“Storage on itemons_ was light 
throughout most of the year and 
shipments kept up with the 
picks. The quality and fresh- 
ness of the fruit was a factor 
that was beneficial at the other 
end of the line in maintaining 
the confidence of the trade. 

The fact that the crop ma- 
tured gradually and we had 
‘unrestricted shipments for the 
first 10 months of the year 
meant that all houses were able 


to ship a _ greater portion of 
their crop, thereby reducing 
their cullage and_ increasing |
